DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment submitted August 2, 
201 0 and supplemental amendment submitted March 3, 201 1 . Claims 1,2,4, 5, 7, 9, 
11, 12, and 35 are pending and are examined on the merits herein. 

In view of Applicant's amendment, the rejection of claims 1,2,4, 5, 7-9, 1 1 , and 
12 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement is withdrawn. The claims are now limited to the specific sugars which are 
described in the specification, and of a number only up to 12. 

In view of Applicant's amendment, the rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, and 12 
under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Kenkyusho is withdrawn. Kenkyusho's 
compounds do not meet the claimed definition of E. Likewise, the rejection of claim 8 
under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kenkyusho is withdrawn. 

In view of Applicant's amendment, the rejection of claims 1 , 5, 7, 9, and 12 under 
35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Sanderson is withdrawn. Sanderson's 
compounds do not meet the claimed definition of E. 

Accordingly, Applicant's amendment as discussed above is sufficient to remove 
all rejections made in the prior office action and to place the application in condition for 
allowance. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 1 1 , 1 2, and 35 are allowed.
